THREATEN TO MOB 


OFFICER^ OF BANK 


Many Kansas Citizens Indignant Over 


the Wrecking of an Institu- 


tion at Watbtni. 


St. Joseph, Mo., Jan. 21.—The in- 


habitants of Wathena, Kan., and vi- 
cinity are in a state of frenzy over 
the wrecking of the state bank of that 
town and the suicide of the cashier, 
Frank Harpster. 
Had not the cash- 


ier taken his own life by blowing out 
his brains the citizens he had robbed 
would have taken it for him.

itors of the town are after the direc- 
tors and other oflicers of the bank, and 
if they succeed in getfaig hold of the 
persons they think responsible there 
will doubtless be a lynching.

Prices Indicate That All Grades Are 


Being Taken—Old Leaf Mat- 


ters Are Dull. 


There is a little picking away at 


the new crop continually going on in 
a quiet 
manner 
in some sections, 


though without much organized effort 
to lift the unsold portions. 
Prices 


indicate that all grades are being tak- 
en, though the average run of sales 
show a decline from early quotations. 


Old leaf matters have heen rather 


dull of late, the transactions heing 
confined to small lots mainly. 
We 


learn that H. W. Child has purchased 
SOOcs of export grades out of the '99 
packing of Goldberg Bros. & Co., at 
Westby. 


A large amoount of the new crop 


is now being delivered at the ware- 
houses and the condition of the 
to- 


bacco is about 
as heretofore men 


tioned. 
So large a proportion of dam- 


aged leaf is found in the majority of 
the crops that complete settlement is 
deferreo until the toboacco has been 
passed over the sorting tables. Re- 
jections are.also not infrequent.

French "Wine Growers Protect Their 


Crops \VitH Cannon. 


John C. Covert, United States consul 


at Lyons, France, bas made an in- 
teresting report to the state department 
regarding the use of cannon in France 
to prevent the destruction of grapes 
by hailstorms. It is given at length by 
the New York Herald. 


Mr. Covert describes his visit to the 


towns of Dentce and Bois d'Oinget to 
see how the grape owners vanquished 
their most dreaded enemy—the hail. 


Consul Covert says: "Two long can- 


nons were displayed in each place, al- 
most identical in shape, but different 
In the manner of firing. Each gun is 
of the shape of an inverted cone, the 
opening at the mouth being 2SVG inches 
wide. It is planted upon a tripod three 
feet high. The gun itself is six feet 
six inches high above the tripod. It is 
made of thin boiler iron. At its base 
Is a forged breech, which holds a forg- 
ed iron block. 


"In the center of this block is an 


aperture six inches long, about the size 
of a large dynamite cartridge, in which 


DUEL IS FOUGHT IN FRANCE. 
Baron do liotluchllil and Count ilo tn- 


bersac Have a ylerco Encounter. 
Paris, Jan. 21.—The long expected 


duel between the Count de Lubei-sac 
and Baron Robert de Rothschilcl was 
fought with swords on Baron Edmond 
de Rothschild's estate at Boulogne-sur- 
Seine. 
The carriage with the princi- 


pals, seconds, doctors, and a few friends 
arrived there from Paris. 
Count de 


Lubersac's seconds were M. Schege and 
Count- de Laborde, and those of Baron 
de Rothschild were Baron Leonine and 
Viscount de Bondy. 
The duel lasted 


ten minutes, when Count de Lubersac 
received a lunge perforating his arm 
at the elbow to the armpit. The duel 
was then stopped. Both the Count and 
the Baron fought most determinedly; 
neither flinched and neither showed the 


• slightest desire to spare the other. Six- 
teen engagements took place, all of a 
desperate character. 
The combatants 


attacked each other furiously.

Is placed a metallic cartridge contain- 
ing SO grains of blasting powder, wad- 
ded with a cork and tamped like na 
ordinary miner's blast. It is discharg- 
ed by a needle on a lever attached to 
the base of the forged iron holder. 


"The detonation is very loud. 
As 


soon as the Ian3-ard is pulled flame is 
visible at the mouth of the gun, fol- 
lowed immediately by a wreath of 
smoke. A shrill whistling sound im- 
mediately follows the firing of the can- 
non and Is heard for 14 seconds. At a 
distance this whistling is much louder 
than near the gun. I am told that It 
travels at a speed of S30 meters per 
second, 4,620 meters In 14 seconds, 
•which is nearly two and a half miles. 
Duriug the firing a few drops of rain 
fell. 


"I interviewed from 20 to 30 large 


tvine growers who used the cannon 
last summer. They were all emphatic 
in their belief in the efficacy of fighting 
hail with gunpowder. They said that 
if the weather were hot and they saw 
the clouds forming they prepared for 
a charge. If the clouds were moving 
rapidly, their direction was changed or 
the movement was stopped by the fir- 
ing. 
They were torn asunder and 


broken into shreds, and a copious fall 
of rain soon followed. 


"In localities where great losses from 


bail have been incurred every summer, 
the cannon were used last summer, 
and no hail fell. Two or three miles 
distant, where no cannon were fired, 
the hail was very destructive. One 
cannon protects nearly 75 acres of 
laud." 


Travel* Tlionsnntln of Mile*. 


The many thousands of miles which 


a man unconsciously travels in his life- 
time, taking Into consideration the 
paces his footsteps 
measure as he- 


walks about each day, are enough to 
make him sit down' to rest for the re- 
mainder of his life. 


But now a German scientist has 


come forward with some still more 
startling facts concerning the journeys 
which our eyelid undertakes 
every 


time it winks, and it is not possible 
for us to see. he says, unless we wink. 
Unconsciously we wink once a second, 
so that for the time wo are awake dur- 
ing the day we voluntarily wink from 
48,000 to 00,000 times and iu a year 
have moved our upper eyelids down 
and up again, no less than 18,250,000 
times. 
The distance that the eyelid 


travels in its groat speed is measured 
from a single involuntary wink. 


This, the scientist says, is a quarter 


of au inch both ways, the eyelid mov- 
ing equally up and down, so that, tak- 
ing the movement of both eyelids into 
consideration, they cover some 50,000 
inches in n day. The eyelids of a man 
who has lived for 50 years will have 
unconsciously traveled a third of the 
way around the earth, or about 7,200 
miles, a calculation sufficient in itself 
to cause the victim of insomnia to fall 
into a dreamless sleep as ho reads it.— 
London Mail.

people scattered here and there,

not often decisive, but where an ig- 
norant class is in the majority, as is 
true in many parts of the south, the ! 
affairs of government, both local, mu- 
licipa) and state, would hardly be safe 
n their haniAs, and that is why, as Mr. 
Mahoney stated, the question becomes 
acial, rather than polieical. 


Mr. Lee looks at the question from 


the standpoint of an educated repre- 
sentative -of his race. He has breathed 
a northern atmosphere so long that 
his deductions are perhaps different 
from what they would be had he re- 
mained in the south. 
He believes in 


intelligent government, and v.hile he 
might not endorse the stringent re- 
strictions placed -upon the colored vot- 
er in some of the southern states, he 
would realize the importance of edu- 
cational qualifications if he was a res- 
ident and pro-perty owner in that sec- 
tion of the country. 


Law is always in advance of public 


sentiment, and some laws are so ofai 
in advance that they are never operat 
j.ve.

BY WIND OR WAVE. ^ 


In-vented Motor, Ci 
In a Peculiar Manner. 


A novel motor, illustrated and de- 


scribed -by The Scientific American, 
has just been patented by Marcin 
Puszkar of'Kcw York city. 


From a central rtriviiig shaft a num- 
<ir of arms radiate, which serve to 


carry vaaes. Of these vanes each has 
one end pivotaliy attached to the outei- 
end of one of the arms, so that it can 
swing freely. 
Stops arc movably se- 


cured to the arms ami arranged to pro- 
ject into the path of the vanes to bring 
them into driving connection with tlio 
arms. 
Bars arc slkl.iblc transversely 


NOVEL WIND OR WATER MOTOR, 


on the arms and are opera lively con- 
nected with the stops. A collar or ring 
normally engages the ends of the liars, 
lie ring being provided with alternat- 
ing elevations and depressions. 
The 


collar is locked by means of a lever. 
A stop lever is arranged to engage the 
projecting portion of the lock lever to 
unlock the collar whenever desired.1 
By means of this lever mechanism the 
collar can be made to rotate with the 
arms, or it can be throwai out of gwir, 
so that the bars will sink into the de- 
pressions, thereby stopping the motor. 


The vanes, as our illustration shows, 


fire of peculiar construction. 
Eaoh 


vane consists of a rectangular frame to 
which a cover is secured. To i-.his rec- 
tangular frame canvas covered side 
frames arc pivoted so that they can 
fold inwardly. At tlio pivotal or outer 
end of the vanes a folding canvas cov- 
ered end frame is attached ami is op- 
posed by a balancing frame likewise 
covered with canvas.

The vanes 
range in the direction of the wind, the 
several frames 
folding against the 


main frame. 
Against the current the 


vanes present a narrow edge and there- 
fore offer little resistance, automatical- 
ly preserving a direction parallel with 
the cm-rent until they strike the stops 
again.

Smvdnst a« Fuel. 


_ Consul Hughes of Coburg says that 
in Austria, where everything in r.he 
shape of fuel is being carefully investi- 
gated, sawdust is impregnated with a. 
mixture of tarry substances and heated 
to the proper temperature. It is then 
passed over a plate of iron heated by 
stea.m, from which a screw conveyor 
takes it to a press, whore it is com- 
pressed into briquettes of the required 
size. The press turns out 10 per min- 
ute, weighing two-fifths of a pound 
each and measuring G by 2'/f. by 1% 
Inches. The caloric power is about the 
same as that of lignite, with but -4 per 
cent of ash. One factory produced last 
year over 7,000,000 briquettes, costing 
about 10 cents per 1,000 and selling at 
from 95 cents to §1. 


Jictv Potent Hoot. 


The British war office is carrying out 


some experiments with the new patent 
boot recently invented by an officer of 
the Austro-Huiigarian army. This de- 
vice consists of a leather sole, under 
the heel of which is a contrivance of 
metal with a long spiral spring inside. 
The patent is so simple flint it can be 
readily attached to the ordinary boot. 
The object of the spring is to obviate 
any jar when placing the foot on the 
ground, so that it is like putting tho 
foot upon a cushion. Before introduc- 
ing it into tho army the British nuthori- 
ties are testing- it among the postmen, 
who have to tramp long distances in 
the .performunco of their duties over 
hard streets, which is particularly tir- 
ing work.

In the summer of the 


same year he visited Ireland for the 
first time, where he was received with 
great enthusiasm.

30, 1849. 


In 1860 the Prince undertook his first 


extensive voyage. It was decided that 
he should visit Canada and return by 
way of the United States. He arrived 
at St. Johns, N. F., on July 24, I860, 
and. was received with roval honors. 
On. his way west he visited the Niag- 
ara Falls, and witnessed the feat of 
Blondin, who walked over the falls 
on a rope. 


The Prince crossed to the United 


States on the night of Sept. 20, I860. 
Though he traveled under the name 


. of Baron Renfrew, his coming was her- 
alded by the .press, and everywhere 
the Prince was the subject of the most 
intense popular interest. 


In 1861 the Prince 'lecame an under- 


graduate of 
Trinity College, Cam- 


bridge, and continued his studies to 
the end of the term. 
On Sept. 9, 


1862, the Prince of Wales was form- 
ally betrothed to Princess Alexandria, 
of Denmark whom he had seen 
for 


the first time on -the occasioii of his 
visit in 1S61.

In Theory the Throne of Great Britian 


Is Never Vacant. 


London, Jan. 21.—The theory of 


the English constitution is that the 
throne of Great Britian is never va- 
cant. 
In other words, the sover- 


eign never dies, the succession of an 
heir being instantaneous. 
Hence, 


as Debrett explains it, the ceremony 
of coronation is merely a solemn rec- 
ognition and confirmation o£ royal 
descent and the consequent right of 
accession to the throne, and is un- 
necessary for the securing of the 
title to the crown. 


It is customary on the death of the 


sovereign for the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury and the" prime minister to 
notify the heir apparent of his acces- 
sion, though even this is technically 
superfluous. 


The notification to the people is 


made by proclamation through Lord 
Mayors and Lord Lieutenants of coun- 
ties, etc. 


The death of the sovereign 
.also 


brings the existing government to an 
end. 
The premier resigns and par- 


liament is instantly 
dissolved. 
A 


general electron is ordered and the 
sovereign requests the ministers to 
retain their portfolios pending 
the 


election. 
The coronation is usually 


deferred for some months. 
Queen 


Victoria was crowned a year and some 
days after her accession. 


The succession of the New Prince 


of Wales to that title is quits differ- 
ent. 
W.hen the present Prince 
of 


Wales becomes king the title merges
